S IERRA IMADRE has the population and 
the per capita wealth to support a bus¬ 
iness section many times the size of what 
we have, and do it lietter than is being 
done for our merchants at this time. Bet¬ 
ter support would enable these merchants 
to carry more complete lines of merchan¬ 
dise, have lietter business buildings, and 
give better service in general to their 
patrons. 

There are no grounds for excusing this 
lack of loyalty to your home-town merchant 
liy the statement that we are too close to 
larger, adjacent cities. The man or woman 
who fail.s to give his home merchant, who 
is his friend and neighlxir, the fir.st chance 
to serve his need^ certainly has no call to 
“howl” about lack of prosperity in his town, 
tor the town is just what we individuals 
make it. 

There is one thing which would tend to 
encourage better patronage of local mer- 
chant.s, and that would lie some .sort of bus 
service over this rather scattered and hilly 
community. It is almost impo.ssible for a 
woman to do certain kinds of shopping over 
the telephone, and many of these women 
either do not have the use of a car during 
the day, or ekse they are unable to drive 
one. But if they had a cheap bus seiwice 
they could come down town several times 
a week and do theii- buying much more sat- 
islactorily and often much more econom¬ 
ically. 

Such a bus .service undoubtedly could be 
made at least .self-supp<jrting, even if it 
^vould not show a profit, and it would pay 
the local merchants to underwrite such a 
proposition even if they were comjielled oc¬ 
casionally to dig down and make up a 
deficit. 

This would Ije an excellent time of the 
year to start such a .seiwice, just when the I 
hot weather is starting and just when the ' 
canyon swimming pool is lieing opened up. I 
fratfic should he good, both carrying peo- j 
l)le to the canyon and bringing others down 
town to trade.

THE LNCEPTIOxN OF SOCIALISM 
ECENTLY 


nn inquiry came to our desk 
-Xw as to the inception of socialism, a ques¬ 
tion which is attracting considerable atten¬ 
tion everywhere and in view of what is 
taking place in Soviet Russia it is a subject 
that de.sei'ves rather wide notice. 

According to Col. LeRoy F. Smith, editor 
ol the Bi-Weekly Bulletin, Better American 
Federation, “No one know.s when the .social- 
i.stic idea was liorn. Probably in the bi'ain 
ot the first idealist who observed human 
poverty—his own or some other fellow’s. 
But in modern times, the socialistic idea 
was given its first articulate expression in 
vvith which we are familiar, by 
the German apostate Karl Marx, who on 
xMay 1, 1776, organized in Bavaria the Or¬ 
der of the Illuminati. Years later, in 1848, 
as a venerable old man he wrote the Holy 
xScriptuie.s of all pre.sent-day Socialism, the 
book called ‘Capital.’ A year or .so later, 
he and his collaborator, Frederick Engels, 
wrote the constitution, ritual, or drill reg¬ 
ulations of Socialism. It is called ‘The Com
